Y medical corps Officers no 
pg may prescribe alcohol or 
alcoholic liquors in the course of what- 
ever private practice they may be en- 
gaged in under Army regulations. 

This is brought about by Circular 33, 

now being distributed, which prohibits 

such officers from obtaining from the 

National Prohibition Commissioner 

permits to prescribe such liquors. Such 

permits are not necessary in prescrib- 
ing alcohol or liquors to military per- 
sonnel, but under previous regulations 
it was mandatory for medical officers 
engaged in private practice to obtain 
such permits for use in treating civ- 
jlians. : ‘ 

The old regulation governing th 

subject (8b of AR 40-505) read as fol- 

lows: 

“Medical officers and contract sur- 

geons are not required to obtain per- 

mits from the National Prohibition 

Commissioner to enable them to pre- 

scribe alcohol and alcoholic liquors in 

carrying out their official duties; but 
should they engage in private practice, 
under the provisions of existing regu- 

lations, they must obtain, for use m 

the treatment of non-military persons, 

such permits as civilian physicians are 
required to have.” : 

In the amended regulation the por- 
tion italicized above has been elimi- 
nated and the following substituted: 

“Nor will they procure such permits 
from the National Prohibition Commis- 
sioner if engaged in private practice 
under provisions of paragraph 9.” 

The paragraph 9 referred to governs 
the private practice of medical officers 
and reads as follows: 

“If a citizen residing in the neigh- 
borhood of a military station or the 
residence of an Army medical officer 
desires the professional services of 
such officer, and the services of a pri- 
vate practitioner acceptable to him can 
not conveniently be obtained, it is re- 
garded as not inconsistent with the 
regulations governing the Army for 
such officer to render his services when 
this does not interfere with the proper 
performance of his official duties. Pri- 
vate or civil practice by Army medical 
officers in civilian communities, the 
needs of which are being satisfactorily 
met by civilian practitioners, will ordi- 
narily be restricted to consultation 
practice with such civilian practition- 
ers, and to emergency medical or sur- 
gical work necessary to save life or 
limb or prevent great suffering, for 
which civilian practitioners are not im- 
mediately available. The establish- 
ment by a medical officer of an office 
for the purpose of engaging in civil 
practice is prohibited.” 

The existing regulation, unchanged 
by the new circular, which governs the 
dispensing of alcohol and alcoholic 
liquors by medical officers follows: 

In rendering medical attendance to 
Persons under these regulations, medi- 
cal officers and contract surgeons will 
not prescribe alcohol or alcoholic li- 
quors except in cases of actual sickness 
and then only when a definite thera- 
peutic reason therefor exists. Only

Treaty Seen As Nearing Ratification

Witt THE END of the long fight 
over ratification of the London 
Naval Treaty in sight, opponents of the 
pact face a vote early next week with 
every prospect that considerable more 
than a majority of the two-thirds votes 
necessary will be mustered against 
them. 
With several reservations, similar to 
the Freedom of the Seas and the dis- 
mantling of British naval bases near 
the U. S. coast line, still to be disposed 
of, debate is expected to continue until 
sometime Tuesday, but under the de- 
cision reached on July 16, with three 
score senators answering the roll call, 
no hope for protracted discussion, even 
a semblance of a filibuster, remains. 
Facing defeat Senators Johnson and 
Moses are expected to make a final ef- 
fort to insure building of the new ships 
provided for in the pact. Unless the 
effort to inaugurate a building pro- 
gram is successful, the fundamental 
weakness of the present treaty, its 
predication on the basis of status quo 
instead of the 5-5-3 ratio, the accepted 
national naval policy since 1922, will 
lead to even further sacrifices when the

Umpiring Field Maneuvers 


Studied in New AGO Letter 


UALITIES to be sought in umpires 

in all forms of tactical training 
are described in an Adjutant General’s 
letter just issued (Instructions for Um- 
piring Field Maneuvers). 
Umpires, the letter states, will be se- 
lected only from among those officers 
who are best qualified professionally. 
They will be, whenever possible, gradu- 
ates of the General and Special Serv- 
ice schools. In addition, they must be 
officers of vision and resourcefulness, 
physical activity, professional keenness 
and possessors of quick and accurate 
judgment and decision. If such officers 
are not available elsewhere, a sufficient 
number may be relieved from assign- 
ment to troops for the period of the 
exercises, thus ensuring the success of 
the maneuver and allowing less qual- 
ified or junior officers the opportunity 
for tactical handling of units in the 
field. The situation in which the best 
officers of a command are exposed to 
criticism by less capable ones detailed 
as umpires will be carefully avoided. 
Umpires, the letter declares, will be 
employed in the preparation of the ex- 
ercises, and will be detailed sufficientty 
in advance of the exercises to ensure

Unified Promotion Viewed 
As Detrimental To Services 


(The futility of tying pay and pro- 
motion together for the six services 
iz well pointed out in the following ar- 
ticle prepared for publication in the 
Army and Navy Journal by a high 
ranking Naval officer.) 


CAREFUL reading of the report 

accompanying S. J. Res. 192 sub- 
mitted by the joint committee ap- 
pointed pursuant to Pub. Res. No. 36 
to consider questions of pay leads me 
to the belief that the committee has 
fallen into the common error of con- 
sidering that legislation regulating 
promotion in the various services 
should be drawn from the standpoint 
of consideration for the interests of 
the individual, rather than from the 
standpoint of how best to provide for 
the highest possible efficency of the 
organizations concerned. 
They indicate in their report that if 
conditions as to promotion, pay, etc., 
differ in any one of the six services 
considered in the 1922 pay bill, indi- 
viduals of the same length of govern- 
ment service may not all receive the 
same remuneration and will therefore 
have a just complaint, and that this 
possibility should be remedied. This 
is an unfortunate attitude of mind to 
assume. 

Services Differ Radically 
The duties, responsibilities and con- 
ditions of service in the six services 
differ radically each one from the 
other. The error of tying them to- 
gether in the 1922 pay bill was bad 
enough, but to try to devise a pro- 
motion plan that would apply to all 
would be to lose all sense of balance. 
A joint committee was appointed in 
1927 to consider the practicability of a 
promotion plan that would apply to 
the Army, Navy and Marine Corps. 


Pay-Promotion Board 
Soon To Be Convened 


ACING the difficult and delicate task 
of “synchronizing” pay and promo- 
tion in the different branches of the 
military service, the Interdepartmental 
Pay Board, which functioned so suc- 
cessfully last fall, will be reconvened 
in the near future. 

This step has been decided on by the 
departmental heads and will be carried 
out unless the President rules against 
it and orders the convening of a new 
board with a different personnel. 

Meanwhile the services are antici- 
pating the convening of the board by 
starting to work upon data to be sub- 
mitted to it when it is appointed and 
begins deliberation of the heraculean 
task facing it. One of the most valu- 
able aids which the board will have 
is the study made in 1927 by the Co- 
ordinating Board for Military-Naval 
Promotion Systems, and this is being 
brought up to date. 

Characterized by Senator David Reed 
as a “Move to get something accom- 
plished during the summer months,” 
the letter, presented personally to the 
President some. time ago by him and 
Congressman French, and later re- 
ferred to the different departments for 
action, recommends the appointment of 
a board of officers to make a study of 
the pay and promotion systems and 
their relative effect on each other and 
to submit to Congress recommendations 
for a unified system that will apply 
equitably to all branches. 

Asserting that he was confident of 
favorable action at the short session of 
Congress “If this board can agree upon 
and submit a reasonable plan, fair to 
all concerned,” Senator Reed said this 
week that the new plan was decided 
upon only after *t was found impos- 
sible to get the joint resolution through 
Congress. “He also stated that he be- 
lieved there was a strong sentiment in 
Congress favoring some measure of 
pay relief and reiterated his determin- 
ation to force the issue at the next 
session. 

While the contents of the Congres- 
sion letter have not been made public, 
it is understood that it merely requests 
the President to appoint a board to do 
the preliminary work that it was con- 
templated the proposed Joint Congres- 
sional Committee would undertake. It 
is also rumored that secrecy was en- 
joined with sy eo! to the work of the 
board and its findings. 

Senator Reed also stated that he and 
his associates made no suggestions as 
to the make-up of the board, as they 
felt that was a matter for the Presi- 
dent and the services themselves to 
decide. 

The board seems to be facing a 
hopeless task. Promotion has so long 
been a bugaboo and the problems in 
the Army differ so greatly from those 
of the Navy, the two major branches, 
that it would appear futile to attempt 
both equitably. It will be recalled 
to devise a plan that would apply te 
with what difficulty the board, headed 
by Rear Adm. McNamee, finally got 
together on pay, and coupling this with 
promotion, makes a hard combinatiog 
to beat.

Their report is contained in House 
Naval Affairs Committee Document 
No. 3, December 1, 1927. They out- 


lined general principles that should 
govern in any promotion plan _ but 
found it to be impracticable to draft a 
uniform plan that would apply effect- 
ively to those three services. If it is 
impracticable to apply a uniform pro- 
motion plan to the three military 
branches of the government, how much 
less practicable will it be to adopt a 
plan to include in addition the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, the Public Health 
Service and the Coast Guard.

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Newspapers Back President Hoover in Confidential Treaty Data Contro versy 
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PRESIDENT HOOVER has reeeived the unanimous support of the newspapers 

who are pulling for ratification of the London Treaty in his little set-to with 
the Senate over submission of the secret data and documents relating to the 
negotiation of the treaty. A few hold that the Senate is unquestionably entitled 
to all of the papers in the State Department having to do with the treaty, but 
assume that they are unimportant and would merely stir up trouble if made 
public. The great majority, however, assert that the President is well within 
his constitutional rights in refusing to turn over the confidential data, delving 
into history to prove their case. Practically every paper assumes that sending 
the matter to the Senate would have meant that it would be published. 


6T IS NOT supposed that any world-shaking secret is embodied in these 

papers,” comments the Rochester Times-Union (Independent). “Senators 
who so desired have been allowed to see them in confidence. But it appears from 
the statement of the President that to make them public would be regarded 
as a gross breach of confidence by representatives of other governments. 

“The Senate, in passing the McKellar resolution, seems to have been actu- 
ated by an issue of prestige, an issue on which it is touchy. But it is difficult 
to see how any prestige can accrue to the Senate from trying to force the admin- 
istration to act in a rude and unmannerly fashion.” 


“(THE question is essentially an old one,” says the Boston Herald (Independent). 

“No point has been raised which has not been passed on a dozen times. 
* * * Tn short, the opposing Senators are at their old game of playing for 
time, of confusing the issue, of going off at tangents, of using every possible 
device to embarrass the President, and to wear dewn the opposition while they 
talk to the galleries.” 


AFTER ALL its thundering in the index, the Senate has backed down,” the 

Philadelphia Inquirer (Republican) states. “The passage of the Mc- 
Kellar resolution with the Robinson amendment is an admission of the right of 
the President to use his own discretion in disclosing the confidential communica- 
tions which are inevitable in the negotiation of treaties. ‘If not incompatible 
with the public interest’ is the phrase which Senator Robinson of Arkansas suc- 
ceeded in having adopted. And now the President has refused to become, as he 
says, guilty of a breach of trust.” 


“JHOUGH the President, strictly speaking, may be on firm ground in refusing 

to provide the Senate with all papers of the Department of State having to 
do with the London Naval Treaty—may, indeed, be onee more fighting to main- 
tain the independence of the Government’s executive department from domina- 
tion by the Government’s legislative department—yet neither Mr. Hoover nor 
the Department of State may be felicitated upon the reasons assigned in some 
quarters for the President's withholding the papers now asked for in a resolu- 
tion before the Senate,” is the comment of the Birmingham News (Independent 
Democratic). 

“To base this refusal of the President’s upon the Presidential prerogative to 
withhold such papers as he may see fit to withhold is one thing; but to supple- 
ment this dignified refusal, based as it is in sound precedent extending throughout 
more than a century, with petty explanations that the papers are ‘of no import- 
ance,” or are ‘confidential,’ or ‘might be irritating to the other signatories of 
the treaty in case they should be disclosed’—all this is distinctly unnecessary and 


“WE AGREE, of course, that the Senate is entitled to all the facts regarding 

any treaty it is asked to ratify,” states the San Diego Union (Repyb. 
lican). “Technically, it is not compelled to accept the assurance of President 
Hoover or any other individual for the assurance that it has all the facts. There 
is theoretical justification for saying that the Senate is right, and the President 
and the State Department are wrong. 


“It is not unfair to insinuate, however, that the Senate has lost rather 
than gained prestige through its frequent willingness to fight over matters of 
principle where the facts at issue are of no great practical importance. 

“The fact that the Hon. Charles Dawes referred to our British cousins in 
language distinguished more for vivacity that for tact, is, after all, not an im. 
portant fact—if indeed, it is even a fact. * * * This being the case, it woulg 
seem that those senators who must fight for principles might find principles 
which have a more important application. , There are plenty of them.” 


‘THE New York Times (Independent Democratic) delves into history to suk 

stantiate President Hoover’s position. After referring to “the famous de. 
bate in 1906 over the conduct of our foreign relations by Mr. Roosevelt,” jn 
which Senators Bacon and Spooner agreed that it was in the President’s discre. 
tion to give or refuse supplemental information asked by the Senate, the Times 
quotes from John Jay and Thomas Jefferson who took the same stand upon 
the Senate’s role in treaty-making. Concluding the Times states: “The Senate 
can accept, amend or reject the treaty. It is only a matter of courtesy on the 
part of the Executive to furnish the Senate with all the details, small talk and 
big talk of its negotiation. * * * Of course, the efforts of the opposition minority 
to stretch the constitutional function of the Senate in treaty-making are merely 
time-killers in the hope of killing a quorum.” 


“WYHEN the Senate requested confidential files on the negotiation of the treaty, 

Mr. Hoover followed excellent precedent in refusing to make these public,” 
declares the Colorado Springs Gazette (Republican). “However, the way was 
opened whereby the Senate could have full access to this information so long as 
it was held confidential. Senator Reed, a member of the delegation to London, 
offered to go into the matter in detail with any member or members of the 
chamber. * * * The Senate opposition has taken the ground that they should 
be made public if any Senator happens to desire to use them publicly. Clearly, 
then, the object of the Senate is not to secure information which may or may not 
be essential to consideration of the treaty, for that information is available.” 


R. HOOVER in refusing this material is right both as to theory and as 

to fact,” avers the Baltimore Sun (Independent Democratic). “In theory 
he is right because the establishment of a precedent conceding to the Senate the 
‘right’ to all incidental material resulting from the Executive’s part in framing 
treaties would mean that no country could consider ever again participating ina 
free and frank discussion with representatives of the United States. He is 
right in fact because every Senator has had the opportunity to see the ‘secret 
documents’ and almost every Senator knows already what they contain. 

“The fight to obtain these papers was started as a means of obstruction. It 
is being continued as a matter of ‘principle.’ Since the obstruction ought not 
to succeed and the principle is wrong, both per se and pragmatically, the par- 
ticipation of various pro-treaty Senators in this contest is to be viewed with

him has not yet been disproved. It 
must also be remembered that the 
greatest losses occur as a rule after 
an unsuccessful attack. 

Careful consideration must be given 
te the most probable results of air ob- 
servation and attack. The effects of 
hostile aircraft, of antiaircraft weapons 
and the disposition and offensive action 
ef ground troops must be given their 
full weight in estimating the results 
of air operations. Observation planes 
in the presence of antiaircraft artillery 
will not be allowed to remain at low 
altitudes without proper casualties be- 
img assessed against them and the re- 
sults of attack by single planes will not 
be exaggerated. The amount of detail 
that can actually be seen by air observ- 
ers flying at a normal altitude and 
speed should be determined. 

Not to Exaggerate 

Annihilating losses seldom occur in 
war. Situations are rare when troops 
can rot continue to act on the defensive. 
Therefore, for umpires to overrate the 
results of enemy fire will result in the 
ereation of a false impression in the 
minds of troops as to their inability to 
advance in the face of it. Decisions 
which inflict severe losses should take 
the form of deciding that the unit in- 
volved can not take the offensive until 
reinforcements have been received or 
until enough time has elapsed for re- 
organization. When it appears neces- 

to rule troops out as casualties, 
they should, at the proper time, be re- 
turned to their units in the guise of re- 
inforcements. It is obvious that troops 
placed completely out of action are de- 

rived of any further instructional 
fits which may be derived from the 
maneuvers. In no case should a de- 
cision be reached without taking into 
account the probable effects of our 
own fire, the formation adopted by our 
troops and the position and employment 
of reserves, nor without giving due 
weight to the probable effects of the 
ingenuity and initiative displayed on 
the part of unit commanders. 

Assumptions as to the effects of 
enemy movements and fire are the 
means by which umpires prevent the 
oceurrence of unnatural and absurd 
situations and assist in the logical de- 
velopment of the manerver as a whole. 
These assumptions must themselves be 
reasonable under the conditions which 
exist. They must be made and com- 
munieated to the troops promptly as 
they occur in time to avoid absurd de- 





—— 


velopments. No further interest in the 
maneuver need be expected from a com- 
mander whose attack has been pro- 
gressing favorably but who is suddenly 
informed, before he has employed his 
reserve, that he has been driven back 
several miles with heavy losses. Such 
occurrences are severe reflections upon 
the conduct of the exercise. 

Careful consideration must be given 
to the time element. Developments and 
advances, if properly executed, take 
time. Impatience on the part of com- 
manders and umpires who try to cram 
ten hours operation into five hours leads 
inevitably into hustling the participat- 
ing elements until the operation degen- 
erates into a sham battle, with corre- 
sponding valueless, and sometimes in- 
jurious, results. This situation must 
be avoided by schedules which are not 
over ambitious. 

Watch Communications 

Umpires will investigate particularly 
the operation of communications. 
Orders and messages which have not 
actually been transmitted will be m- 
garded as without effect. Especial at- 
tention will be given to whether com- 
bat intelligence is properly and accu- 
rately transmitted from lower to higher 
echelons. Wherever the use of civilian 
communications has been authorized, 
investigation should be made to deter- 
mine whether they have been employed. 

The second important function of 
the umpire is instructional. Maneuvers 
are held primarily for purposes of tac- 
tical training and it lies largely within 
the hands of the umpires as to whether 
or not they are frfuitful of results- In- 
struction by umpires is given indirectly 
by means of participation in confer- 
ences before and after the maneuver 
and by the creation during the ma- 
neuver of situations which illustrate 
tactical principles or dectrines. Um- 
pires are not detailed to offér advice 
nor to be asked for it. Neither is it 
a part of their duty to act as inspectors 
or to correct the errors of troop lead- 
ers. Such errors will be emphasized by 
decisions which will cause the officer 
commiting them to realize his blunders 
for himself. Care should be exercised 
that initiative is not killed by teo dras- 
tic decisions. 

Preparing Critique 

Events which should form the basis 
for discussion after the maneuver 
should be recorded with time, place and 
details. In this connection, umpires 
will be careful to remember that a 
maneuver is not being held as a test 
of training, but as a tactical demon- 
stration and that the responsibility for 
remedying faulty training is not theirs, 








but that of the commander of the 
troops concerned. 

If it is desired that the maneuvers 
be the occasion of observations upon 
disciplinary, administrative, organiza- 
tional or equipment matters, observers 
or inspectors should be detailed for this 
purpose. 

Throughout the maneuvers and dis- 
cussions, it is importart that umpires 
be open-minded. Tactical decisions are 
matters chiefly of opinion and the de- 
cisions which they elect to make may 
be only one of several possible ones. 
When made, decisions are final and not 


- subject to discussion. 


The Chief Umpire 

Whenever the commander of the 
troops does not exercise the function 
of chief umpire, an officer is designated 
for this duty. He is the personal ‘rep- 
resentative of the commander who, 
after giving such preliminary instruc- 
tions as are necessary, leaves him free 
in the exercise of his functions. There 
ean be but one chief umpire and subse- 
quent interference by higher authority 
may be expected to lead to a break- 
down of the scheme of umpiring. 

The chief umpire is primarily re- 
sponsible for drawing the plan of the 
maneuvers, for the preparation of de- 
tailed plans for its exeeution and for 
the instruction of his deputies and as- 
sistants.. The number of deputies is 
usually restricted to two, one for each 
side. The number of assistants and 
their mode of employment will vary 
in each case. The essential points are 
that there he a sufficient number of 
qualified officers and that communica- 
tion with them be frequent and cer- 
tain. For this reason the control sys- 
tem of communications should be en- 
tirely independent of the tactical lines 
of the troops. The employment of civ- 
ilian communications for this purpose 
may be advisable. As a rule the um- 
pire net will be.more elaborate than 


‘the tactical net, as the former must be 


designed to meet a number of situa- 
tions, while that of the troops is re- 
quired to meet only the demands of the 
plan adopted by the commander. Care- 
ful provision should be made for regu- 
lar reports at frequent intervals from 
all umpires to the chief umpire. With- 
out this, control is soon lost and the 
projected development of the maneuver 
is impossible. In such a case, it will 
prove more profitable to bring that 
phase to an end and restart it along 
proper lines. 
Assistant Umpires 


The allocation of assistant umpires } 


may follow one of two schemes. They 
may be assigned to accompany units 





throughout, or they may be assigned 
to areas in which contact is expected. 
The first method is well adapted to the 
preliminary operations, particularly 
if they be widespread. The second is 
more useful when contact has been es- 
tablished and action localized. By 
proper planning a judicious mixture of 
the two methods may be employed, 
which will probably lead to better re- 
sults than if either is employed exclu- 
sively. In any case, it is essential that 
umpires regulate their movements s0 
that they are at the point where a decis- 
ion is required at the time contact takes 
place. 

The chief umpire is responsible for 
the conduct of conferences before, dur- 
ing and after the exercises. 

Reason for Discussions 

Discussions before maneuvers are for 
the purpose of reaching a common un- 
derstanding among all concerned as to 
the object of the maneuver and the 
plans for its execution. They will be 
carried down to include the company 
and the greatest pains will be taken to 
ensure that all understand what is ex- 
pected of them and that logical and 
practical methods are mployed. As 
maneuvers are not conducted in order 
to test the relative abilities of com- 
manders and troops, the nature and 
features of the proposed problem must 
be clearly defined and the common ét- 
roneous conception of maneuvers 4s 4 
comeptitive game removed. The point 
must be emphasized that to a consid- 
erable extent unit commanders should 
themselves assume the role of umpires. 
Each leader should keep always in m! 
the real aim of the maneuvers, which 
is the instruction of the officers @ 
men. 

Similar discussions should follow each 
successive phase into which the mam 
euver may be divided. 

The final discussion should be com 
ducted by the chief umpire with a vie¥ 
to emphasizing the tactical results of 
the maneuvers. Matters which are e* 
traneous to the problems under cons! 
eration should be rigorously exclud 
and remarks should be brief and to the 
point. Such conferences are not he 


for the purpose of awarding criticism 
As a rule, officers who have bee 
en able te 


through a maneuver have be ¢ 
size up their own faults and do n° 
need a public and humiliating remindet. 
Any deficiencies in training W ow 
have occurred should be noted and ° 
facts transmitted to the proper pee 
mander for rectification in subseque 
training.

Pay-Promotion Discussed

efficiency of the organization to ac- 
complish its mission. 

In one organization it may be de- 
sirable to have a larger percentage of 
the total in the lower grades than in 
other organizations or different dis- 
tributions in the upper and intermedi- 
ate grades, or to have original entry 
into the service at different ages, or 
retirement at different ages, etc. There 
are many and varying features to be 
considered and they must be looked 
at from the viewpoint of the best in- 
terests of the government rather than 
with a view to try to please the indi- 
vidual. 

No organization can reach its max- 
imum efficiency if all who enter at the 
bottom feel that they have a vested 
right to regular promotion through 
their career and to go out at the top 
provided they live long enough, regard- 
less of relative merit. This is fatal to 
individual effort and promotes medi- 
ocrity. There must be elimination of 
the less fit along the line. This fea- 
ture of any promotion plan is distaste- 
ful to the individual but undoubtedly 
promotes the efficiency of the organ- 
ization. 

Some of our governmental organiza- 
tions are apparently trying to devise 
a plan which will provide promotion 
for all without the feature of elimina- 
tion. This cannot be done, and by ad- 
hering to this principle they are rap- 
idly spoiling the chance for beneficial 
promotion legislation for their own or- 
ganization as well as for others. 

The committee reports to the effect 
that before they can report a satisfac- 
tory pay bill it is necessary to have 
before them a promotion basis that 
may be regarded as definite and fair 
to all the services. 

At the same time members of the 
committee who submit this report have 
by their objections on the floor of the 
House blocked the passage of the two 
promotion bills that have been sub- 
mitted and that after exhaustive hear- 
ings have met with the approval of 
the House and Senate Naval Commit- 
tees, and that at one time or another 
have passed both the House and the 
Senate, namely, the Navy Personnel 
and the Marine Corps Personnel bills. 
Sincere effort was made in the Navy 
Department to harmonize these two 
bills, but the differences in the con- 
ditions governing the mission of the 
two services necessitate certain differ- 
ences in promotion plans. These bills, 
however, adhere to the principles laid 
down in the report of the Joint Board 
of 1927 referred to above. 

_To block the passage of these two 
bills on the pretext of the necessity 
of study of promotion plans for all six 
Services and to withhold relief on the 
unsatisfactory pay situation in all 
services on this same ground is in my 
Opinion not only unnecessary but harm- 
ful, and I find difficulty in believing 
that the committee appreciates the 
vital necessity of relief at an early 
date from a rapidly approaching seri- 
ous situation resulting from present 
promotion laws in the Army, Marine 
Corps and Navy, as well as the seri- 
Ousness of the present pay situation 
in all the services. 

The joint committee is composed of 
able and conscientious men, who I am 
Sure have the interests of the country 
at heart, and would not deliberately 
foster legislation detrimental to the 
efficiency of the defense forces of the 
country, but I am afraid that some of 
them have been misled by members of 
Some one or more of the six services 
concerned, who have been able to get 
their ears, and who have gotten the 
members of the committee away from 
the broad viewpoint that must be 
taken when personnel legislation is 
contemplated.

largely. upon technical points, princi- 
pally the difference of three 8-inch gun 
cruisers and the esculator clause. In 
themselves these issues have not been 
of sufficiently vital importance in the 
minds of the majority to offset the ad- 
vantages the administration claims will 
accrue from ratifying the pact. 

The real and fundamental importance 
of these “minor” issues, however, is 
deeper and more significant than they 
themselves indicate. For instance, the 
cruiser question is not one merely of 
three cruisers but the radical departure 
it represents from our accepted na- 
tional naval policy. 

Since 1922 there has ‘been in exis- 
tence such a naval policy. Drawn up 
by the General Board, approved by the 
Secretary of the Navy and accepted by 
the President, Congress and the Ameri- 
can people as a national policy, it pro- 
vides for a “Navy second to none” and 
in the ratio of 5 to 3 with Japan. Upon 
this basis the Geneva negotiations 
were carried on, and the Coolidge ad- 
ministration flatly refused to depart 
from it. 

Just how the change of policy was 
effected by the delegation at London 
has not been clearly explained, but 
changed it was. The treaty was nego- 
tiated with due regard for the new 
cruisers built by England and Japan 
since 1922, while we were enjoying a 
naval holiday and saving money: In 
fact little consideration apparently was 
given to the fifteen 8-inch gun cruisers 
that had been authorized after a bitter 
fight in Congress, most of them having 
been given the status of “blue-prints.” 

In many quarters it is felt that the 
real menace back of the treaty fight 
is the fear that the same indifference 
will be shown by Congress during the 
next few years and we will face in 
1935 further demands from Japan, spe- 
cifically, for an increased ratio. It will 
be too late to invoke the 5-5-3 ratio, 
abandoned by our delegation and unless 
a comprehensive building program ‘is 
speedily inaugurated and rushed our 
delegates at the next conference will 
confront a hopeless task in trying to 
maintain even the relative position this 
treaty gives us.

New Sextant For Navy 


A NEW type of sextant is to be made 

standard for surface vessels of the 
Navy, it was announced this week. The 
instrument, an improved type of end- 
less tangent screw micrometer drum 
sextant, has been tested by the Naval 
Observatory and upon a number of 
ships. 

Though the new sextant has been 

recognized as an improvement over 
the old type vernier type, it has not 
been made standard before because the 
Navy was overstocked with the ver- 
nier type and because of constant im- 
provements being made in the new one. 
Replacement will be gradual, and dis- 
tribution will be started some time be- 
fore next Spring. 
Another type of sextant has recently 
been purchased by the Bureau of Navi- 
gation and Aeronautics jointly. A 
small number of the instruments which 
are improved Davis-Redford bubble 
sextants are being tested at the Naval 
Observatory, and one is being tried out 
aboard ship. 





Comdr. Rouzer Appointed 


T. COMDR HORACE D. ROUZER, 
USNR, has been appointed as as- 
sistant architect of the Capitol, an of- 
fice recently created by Congress be- 
cause of the vastness of the building 
program, it was announced July 16. 
Comdr. Rouzer served in the Naval 
Reserve during the World War, and of 
late he has been the civil engineer in 
charge of dry dock design and construc- 
tion in the Bureau of Yards and Docks 
of the Navy Department. He has been 
detailed for many years at the Capitol 
to help the naval committees in shap- 
ing legislation. In 1921, Comdr. Rou- 
zer was highly commended by Charles 
Evans Hughes, then Secretary of State, 
for the manner in which he handled 
the physical arrangements for the 
Washington Arms Conference. 
In discussing his new position, 
Comdr. Rouzer said that, while he was 
loath to leave the Navy Department, 
he felt it was a real privelege to have 
a part in the history-making program 
that is now being carried out on Capi- 
tol Hill.

Sec. Navy Commends Lt. Lord 
T. JOHN A. LORD (CC) USN, who 
is supervising the rebuilding of 
“Old Ironsides,” was commended July 
17 by the Secretary of the Navy 
Charles Francis Adams, for his work 
in connection with the reconstruction 
of that vessel. 

Rear Adm. Philip Andrews, USN, 
ret., recent Commandant of the First 
Naval District, said of Lt. Lord in 
a letter to the Secretary of the Navy: 

“The rebuilding of ‘Old Ironsides’ is 
an historic and outstanding achieve- 
ment in the art of wooden shipbuilding 
as the ship was in an advanced state 
of decay when it was docked, was bad- 
ly ‘hogged,’ and required renewal of 
about 65 per cent of the hull. The 
docking of this ship, now 132 years old, 
which had not been docked for 30 years 
for fear of collapse, was a notable feat 
that required technical knowledge and 


experience in wooden shipbuilding 
practices. 
“The work which has been accom- 


plished in restoring ‘Old Ironsides’ thus 
far is a great success, and it has been 
accomplished as the result of the un- 
tiring effort, careful study, and long 
hours of work on the part of Lt. Lord,” 





Develop New Spyglass 


FRREPLACEMENT of the present, ob- 

solete spy-glass, now in use in the 
Navy, will be made during the coming 
year, if funds are available, the Bu- 
noe of Navigation announced this 
week, 


Scientists of the Naval Observatory 
have been working in conjunction with 
experts of the optical shop at the 
Washington Navy Yard, upon a new 
design of spy-glass. In this new glass, 
the old fashioned draw tube method of 
focusing will be eliminated and focus- 
ing obtained by rotation of the eye- 
piece, similar to the method used in 
binoculars. 


Opticians of the Observatory and the 
Navy Yard are also working on a 
7 x 50 binocular with a frame of 
bakelite. The glass will be equal, if 
not superior optically, to the best com- 
mercial binocular now on the market, 
and will be a decided improvement in 
all details, it is claimed.

ONLY ONE FATALITY PER MILLION MILES FLOWN BY NAVY PILOTS 
VER one million miles were flown per fatality by pilots of the Navy during 
the last fiscal year, figures compiled by the Bureau of Aeronautics reveal. 

Although the totals, drawn up by Lt. S. C. Ring, of the Bureau, are not entirely 

complete, the final figures will show an increase of at least 100 per cent in 

safety in aerial operations over the previous year. Totals compiled all reach 
the conclusion that the fiscal year 1930 was the greatest year in the history of 

Naval aviation. The total flying time was 260,000 hours, 53,000 hours greater 

than last year. Flying hours per fatality were 14,500 as compared with 6,773 

in 1929. The miles flown per fatal accident were 1,270,500, and the miles flown 

per fatality were 1,015,000.

MEXICO BARS ADVERTISING FROM OFFICIAL PUBLICATIONS 
PRESIDENT ORTIZ RUBIO, of Mexico, has forbidden the sale of advertising 
by publications issued or sponsored by government departments or bureaus, 
according to a dispatch from Mexico published in Editor and Publisher. The 
order was issued to prevent unfair official competition with privately owned news- 
papers and other publications. 


“Editors,” the article relates, “of a number of periodical publications and 
bulletins issued by departments of the government and financed by public funds 
have been accustomed to sell space to merchants, contractors, manufacturers, and 
ethers. A considerable amount of advertising of products manufactured in the 
United States has appeared regularly in such officially sponsored papers, although 
as a rule it was placed not by the American manufacturer but by his sales agent 
or a retail dealer in Mexico. 


“Recognizing that such advertising often contracted only because the adver- 
tiser feared to offend a solicitor who in a sense represented the government, in 
many cases resulted in reduction of appropriations for privately owned publica- 
tions, the President issued a prohibitory decree which stated these as among his 
reasons for so doing. The decree also pointed out that the papers now restrained 
from soliciting advertising enjoy freedom from taxes, rent, and many other ex- 
penses, ‘which circumstances endow them with a privileged position as compared 
with privately owned publishing companies.’ Their total costs of publication 
—_ be paid from the budgets of the departments which issue them, the decree 
concluded. < 


“Copies of the decree were sent the Secretaries of Interior, Foreign Relations, 
Treasury, and Communications, and the Departments of Health, National Sta- 
tistics, Comptroller, and the Governor of the Federal District.” 





PERMIT CORPS AREA PROMOTION DISTRICTS FOR ORC 

For the purpose of Reserve Officer assignment and promotion, it is stated in 

War Department Circular No. 34, announcing changes in AR 140-5, Corps 
Area commanders are authorized to divide their Corps Area into appropriate 
assignment and promotion areas which will be, so far as practicable, identical 
with the divisional or other training areas which they may have established for 
training or administrative purposes. Not more than three such areas, however, 
may be established in each Corps Area. 


“Vacancies occurring in a divisional unit will be filled by the assignment of a 
qualified officer of the proper grade and section residing within the assignment 
and promotion area in which the unit is located; if there is no such officer avail- 
able for assignment, then a properly qualified officer will be promoted to fill the 
vacancy. Non-divisional units will be similarly filled.

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Comdr. Frost Writes New Book 


(lOMDR. HOLLOWAY H. FROST, 
USN., has written a new book ap- 
propriately entitled “On a _Destroy- 
ers’ Bridge,” which was published by 
the United States Naval Institute. The 
author deals entirely with navigation 
of a destroyer through various ma- 
neuvers from the bridge, as the title 
suggests. 

Comdr. Frost eliminates nearly all 
technicalities and uses common sense 
methods in his navigation, which “have 
been developed by study, observation, 
and experience. All have been proved 
by over four years of destroyer com- 
mand.” However, these methods “must 
be used with judgment and not fol- 
lowed blindly, remembering that each 
situation must be estimated indepen- 
dently and on its own merits.” 

A detailed record was taken off each 
day’s operations during Comdr. Frost’s 
destroyer duty, and he states that “to 
make doubly sure of basing the 
methods upon first-hand practical ex- 
perience we purposely avoided con- 
sulting any other papers on the sub- 

gs 


“The captain can help out by plan- 
ning his maneuvers in such a way as 
will not require sudden reversal or 
variations of speed. He never should 
send such a rapid succession of sig- 
nals that the throttle men get hope- 
lessly behind in their execution and 
confusion becomes inevitable,” is one 
of the first bits of advice given. 

With a view to the minimum expen- 
diture of fuel oil, to expedite the ma- 
neuver, and the highest degree of safety 
of the vessel and crew, the author says, 
“Get into the habit of handling the 
ship with low engine powers. Then 
you always have the situation in hand, 
and you can use high powers with their 
full effect when demanded.” 

Comdr. Frost emphasizes the essen- 
tialness of accurate steering when pro- 
ceeding through thick traffic or nar- 
row and intricate channels, such as in 
the North and East Rivers at New 
York or in the Wangpoo at Shanghai. 
“Consider every ship close at hand in 
your running estimate of the situation. 
Some vessels may be a direct menace. 
Others which cannot collide with you 
may force ships which otherwise would 
have passed well clear, toward your 
projected line of advance. In very 
thick traffic give one or two ships y@:r 
primary attention and don’t leave the 
others entirely out of the picture.” 

The book contains 120 pages and 
explains many maneuvers a destroyer 
captain will be called upon to perform, 
with the most difficult movements 
clearly explained with 61 diagrams.

Four Ships Taken Off List 


Fovk destroyers of the Navy have

Solar Eclipse Party 

LANS have been completed by the 

United States Naval Observatory, 
for the 1930 Solar Eclipse Expedition 
which will proceed to Niuafou Island, 
Tonga Archipelago, to observe the to- 
tal eclipse of the sun on October 21. 

Scientists of the expedition will 
leave Washington July 19 for the Pa- 
cific Coast, sailing from San Fran- 
cisco aboard the SS Sierra, July 31, 
and arriving at Tutuila, Samoa, Aug. 
13. 

This year’s eclipse party will be a 
joint American expedition composed 
of United States Navy personnel and 
certain well-known civilian scientists 
from institutions throughout’ the 
country. 

Comdr. C. H. J. Keppler, USN, will 
be in administrative charge. Comdr. 
Keppler was in charge of the Navy’s 
eclipse expedition which observed the 
solar eclipse of May 9, 1929, from the 
vicinity of Iloilo, Philippine Islands. 

Lt. H. C. Kellers, MC, USN, who 
was a member of the naval eclipse 
expedition at Sumatra in 1926 and also 
of the 1929 naval eclipse organization, 
will be medical officer of this expedi- 
tion and will be charged with meteoro- 
logical observations, and, at the re- 
quest of the Smithsonian Institution, 
will collect specimens of the island 
fauna and flora. 

The other members of the party 
will be: Prof. S. A. Mitchell, of the 
University of Virginia, principal sci- 
entist; Mr. Kempton Adams, assistant 
to Prof. Mitchell; Prof. R. W. Mar- 
riott, astronomer from Swarthmore 
College; Dr. Weld Arnold, of the 
American Geographical Society, as- 
sistant to Prof. Marriott; Mr. J. J. 
Johnson, of the California Institute of 
Technology; Mr. B. P. Sharpless, 
Junior Astronomer, U. S. Naval Ob- 
servatory; Dr. T. A. Jaggar, jr., of 
the Voleanic Observatory at Hawaii, 
who will study the voleanic and seismic 
conditions on Niuafou Island. 

In addition to the above scientific 
personnel, there will be a specially de- 
tailed party of eleven enlisted men of 
the United States Navy and Marine 
Corps to agsist in construction work 
and in taking observations on the 
eclipse site. These men, selected from 
the personnel of the Battle Fleet, sail- 
ed from Mare Island Navy Yard 
aboard the Minesweeper USS Tanager, 
June 25, and will arrive at Samoa 
about Aug. 9. The enlisted personnel 
includes a rigger, an optical repair 
and instrument man, a carpenter to 
construct large cameras, an expert 
photographer, two general assistants, 
two radio operators, two cooks, and an 
interpreter. 

The Tanager, which is regularly at- 
tached to Division Four, Mine Squad- 
ron, Fleet Base Force, at Pearl Har- 
bor, will be ysed by the expeditigm to 
transport personnel and equipment be- 
tween Tutuila, Samoa, and Niuafou, and 
to generally assist the expedition in 
maintaining a camp site in Niuafou. 

About 115 boxes and cases of sci- 
entific instruments and equipment have 
been shipped to Tutuila, Samoa, be- 
sides camp equipage and food supplies 
sufficient for 20 men for sixty days, 
and some 8,000 board feet of lumber 
for the construction of various cam- 
eras. The largest of these cameras 
will have a focal length of 65 feet and 
include a photographic developing 
room. 

Niuafou is a very small volcanic 
island about 300 miles west southwest 
of Tutuila, Samoa, and belongs to the 
Principality of Tonga. Exceedingly 
primitive conditions prevail on Niua- 
fou, and according to the latest re- 
ports, only two white men and about 
1100 natives were living there in Au- 
gust, 1929. There are some thirty 
craters on the island, many of them 
have recently been active, and a major 
eruption occurred in June, 1929, which 
destroyed one of the two villages on 
the island and over 1,000 acres of 
cocoanut palms. There are no good 
anchorages at Niuafou and only one 
precarious landing place in all but the 
most favorable conditions of wind and 
sea, so that the expedition is liable to 
be confronted with many interesting 
and difficult operations in landing and 
taking off its 50 or 60 tons of equip- 
ment and supplies.

Radio From USS Arkansas 


[PROVED efficiency of the Navy’s 

radio apparatus has brought mes- 
sages to the Navy Department from 
Europe with as much ease through 
the “back door” as they arrive via the 
“front door.” 

The point in Europe from which the 
messages have been sent is the radio 
room of the USS Arkansas, flagship of 
the Midshipmen’s Practice Squadron. 
The “back door” route was taken from 
the Arkansas when she was en route 
from Kiel, German, to Oslo, Norway, 
and it extended 5,019 miles in an air- 
line distance across the steppes of Rus- 
sia and Siberia to the lower Yangtze 
River in China, and thence 7,422 miles 
across the Pacific Ocean to Washington. 
Airline mileage via the “back door” 
totalled 12,441. The “front door” 
route lay 3,637 miles westward across 
the Atlantic. 

Radio messages via the “back door” 
were directed to the USS Luzon, flag- 
ship of the Yangtze Patrol, in the 
lower reach of the Yangtze gorg%, 
thence via trans-Pacific circuit. The 
Luzon, as well as the other seven river 
gunboats serving on China river patrol 
work, is fitted with modern 500-watt 
high frequency radio apparatus, the 
effectiveness of which is being proven 
daily.

By a recent decision of the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury, an_ officer of 
the Naval Reserve Force relieved from 
active duty and ordered to his home 
occupies a situation analagous to a 
retired Naval Officer released from 
active duty, and is entitled to mileage 
to his home, provided the journey is 
performed in obedience to orders with- 
in a reasonable time after release from 
active duty. Whatisa reasonable time 
has been defined as a period not ex- 
ceeding one year. 

As to the question of delay when an 
efficer is released from training duty, 
the Bureau of Navigation considers it 
advisable for Reserve Officers upon 
release from training duty to proceed 
home within four days, exclusive of 
travel time. In case longer delay is 
desired, specific authority should be 
requested.

Face Loss Of USNR Officers 
FACING the possible loss of several 
hundred Reserve officers because 
of their failure to undergo a physical 
examination once in every four years 
as required by law, the Navy Depart- 
ment is taking steps to avoid this un- 
wanted happening. 
Many officers who entered the Naval 
Reserve during the first year of its ex- 
istence—the fiscal year 1926—have now 
four years service, and never have ap- 
peared for physical examination, which 
is mandatory by the terms of the law 
creating the Naval Reserve. In re- 
sponse to a request from the Bureau 
of Navigation, commandants of several 
naval districts have forwarded lists of 
reserve officers who have no record of 
a physical examination and who must 
be discharged according to law. 

From these returns, it appears that 
quite a large number of reserve officers 
are affected—one district, the first to 
report, had 130 delinquents. 

In order to alleviate this condition 
as much as possible, the Bureau has is- 
sued regulations allowing any properly 
conducted physical examination passed 
to count as the statutory examination. 
This is specifically made to include past 
examinations as well as future. 

Heretofore either a special exami- 
nation had to be taken, or one for pro- 
motion or transfer from one branch to 
another in the Reserve. An examina- 
tion taken when on training duty would 
count for the statutory physical exami- 
nation if request was made to the 
Bureau and approved to count the ex- 
amination for this purpose. 

The new regulation is stated gener- 
ally and will allow all examinations 
taken while on training duty, which 
were conducted by medical officers of 
either the Regular Navy or Reserve, 
if made upon the proper form, to count, 
as well as all other examinations taken 
in accordance with regulations. 

This change is expected to cut down 
materially the number of officers who 
were in danger of discharge. 

In addition, commandants of all naval 
districts have been asked to submit 
any reasons which reserve officers may 
have for not appearing for examina- 
tion to the Bureau of Navigation. The 
law is to be construed very liberally, 
it is explained, and as much discretion 
will be shown as is possible. Physical 
examinations taken after the close of 
the four years statutory period will 
probably be accepted, it was indicated.

To Sell “Eyes for the Navy” 

'T'HE last of the “Eyes for the Navy” 

binoculars, telescopes, spy-glasses 
and sextants, loaned to the Navy dur- 
ing the World War—are to be sold by 
the Navy Department. 

Previous to the World War the 
United States had depended upon for- 
eign countries to a great extent for 
her supply of binoculars, telescopes and 
spy-glasses. About the first of No- 
vember, 1917, the use of submarines 
so changed naval warfare that a crying 
need for more “eyes” on every ship 
was realized. 

Not being able to buy the glasses 
needed so badly in the convoying of 
troops, the American people were 
called upon to loan to the Government 
the glasses, formerly used on race 
tracks, by yacht owners and other lines 
of athletics. 

Thousands of posters asking for 
“Eyes for the Navy” were distributed 
throughout the country, and in a few 
months over 52,000 glasses of every 
description were received by the Navy 
Department. 

Complete records were made of 
every “Eye” received, and letters of 
acknowledgment and thanks were sent 
to every contributor. After the war 
they were returned, together with an 
engraved “Eyes for the Navy” cer- 
tifiicate. The balance on hand, con- 
sisting of 697 pairs of binoculars, 295 
telescopes, and 9 sextants, represent 
the “eyes” which the Navy has been 
unable to return after 12 years of cor- 
respondence. They will be sold by 
sealed bids this month.

Some forty recruiting stations located 
throughout the United States cost 
something to operate, and this item 
with that of transportation of recruits 
to training stations an old men reen- 
listing to duty assignments total a 
rather large sum. The average trans- 
portation cost per man was $28.92 dur- 
ing the period January to June. When 
it is considered that there were ,8,468 
enlistments during these six months, 
1,105 reenlistments and 7,363 recruits 
enrolled, it will be seen that this phase 
of keeping the Navy going is not at 
all negligible.

Few Navy Air Pioneers Left 
NLY a handful of the pioneers of 
Naval Aviation who nursed the in- 
fant art of naval flying into the pres- 
ent-day development, are still con- 
nected with the Navy, the Bureau of 
Aeronautics reveals. 
Many of the officers of the Navy 
who between 1908-1917, struggled to 
give the new Naval Arm a foothold, 
are dead, having given their lives in 
the furtherance of flying. Many have 
left the service, while only one has re- 
tired. 
Of the list of “pioneers,” Sweet, Mc- 
Intee, Chambers, Ellyson, Rodgers, 
Towers, Herbster, Richardson, Cheva- 
lier, Bellinger, Billingsley, Cunning- 
ham, Smith, Taylor, Murray, Mcll- 
vaine, Saufley, Stolz, Lamont, Bristol, 
Bronson, Edwards, Whiting, Maxfield, 
McDonnell, Capehart, Spencer, and 
Bartlett—but Towers, Herbster, Bellin- 
ger, Spencer, Murray, Whiting, Cape- 
hart, and Bartlett now hold aviation 
assignments. 

Many of these latter officers now 
hold important aeronautical commands. 
Capt. John Towers is now the Assist- 
ant Chief of the Bureau of Aeronau- 
tics, Comdr. V. D. Herbster commands 
the Naval Air Station at Pearl Har- 
bor, while Comdr. P. N. L. Bellinger is 
the Assistant Naval Attache for air at 
Rome. 

Lt. Comdr. E. W. Spencer is the ex- 
ecutive officer of the Fleet Air Base, 
Naval Air Station, San Diego; Lt. 
Comdr. G. D. Murray is Asst. Naval 
Attache for Air at London, and Capt. 
K. Whiting commands the Fleet Air 
Base, Naval Air Station, Hampton 
Roads, Va. Comdr. W. Capehart is on 
duty in the Bureau of Navigation, and 
Lt. Comdr. H. T. Bartlett is the execu- 
tive officer of the Naval Air Station, 
Hampton Roads, Va. 

The Navy’s first venture into the 
aviation field was in 1908, when Lt. 
G. C. Sweet and Naval Constructor 
McIntee were detailed as observers for 
the test of the Wright plane at Ft. 
Myer. Lt. Sweet, following the test, 
recomended that the Navy acquire 
planes, and suggested the use of pon- 
toons. 

It was not until 1910, however, that 
any definite action along these lines 
was taken. Capt. W. I. Chambe.’s ar- 
ranged for the Curtiss Co. to attempt 
a flight of an airplane from a naval 
vessel, and Eugene Ely, one of the Cur- 
tiss Co. flyers, successfully flew a 50- 
horsepower land plane from a plat- 
form hastily built on the bow of the 
USS Birmingham. 

Following this successful experiment 
the Curtiss Co. agreed to instruct sev- 
eral naval officers free of charge, as no 
money had as yet been appropriated by 
Congress for the development of naval 
aviation, and Lt. T. C. Ellyson was 
sent to the Curtiss camp at San 
Diego, Calif. 

On January 18, 1911, Mr. Ely, then 
attached to the Curtiss camp, at San 
Diego, made a successful landing with 
an airplane on the deck of the USS 
Pennsylvania lying in San Francisco 
harbor, and the next day he flew this 
plane from the deck on which he had 
landed. During this same month, 
Glenn Curtiss and Lt. Ellyson perfect- 
ed a hydroairplane attachment for air- 
planes. 

As a result of the reports and recom- 
mendations of Capt. Chambers on avia- 
tion, the first aviation appropriation 
of $25,000 was included in the 1911-12 
naval appropriation act. On March 13, 
1911, Capt. Chambers received orders 
assigning him to the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, and directing him to devote his 
efforts exclusively to aviation and to 
the coordination of the aeronautical 
work of the various bureaus. 

Early in 1911 Lt. John Rodgers, Lt. 
John Towers, and Ens. V. D. Herbster 
were ordered to the Curtiss and Wright 
Cos. for instruction in the art of fly- 
ing. Two Curtiss planes and one 
Wright plane were purchased, and in 
the summer of 1911 the first naval 
aviation unit was organized and an 
aviation camp established at Green- 
burg Point on Government land near 
Annapolis, Md. IIn the summer of 
1911 the first naval seaplane was flown 
off a suspended cable, Lt. Ellyson act- 
ing as pilot. 

The year 1912 saw the invention of 
the catapult, a distinctly American 
achievement. The first catapult was 
designed at the Naval Gun Factory, 
Washington, D. C., under the super- 
vision of Capt. Chambers. The first 
shot that was attempted, with Lt. 
Ellyson as pilot of the plane, proved

Another important naval aviation ac- 
complishment which occurred in 1912 
was the construction of the wind tun- 
nel at the Washington Navy Yard. 

During 1912 Naval Constructor 
Richardson conducted a series of model 
basin tests on the planing properties 
of seaplane floats and hulls which have 
proved to be perhaps the most impor- 
tant and fruitful research ever under- 
taken by the Navy. Richardson for 
the first time showed the effect of the 
form of the float on its water perform- 
ance, and from these tests he evolved 
the lines of United States Navy sea- 
plane floats and hulls which have since 
that date made them a standard for 
others to follow. 

In January, 1913, the naval «&via- 
tion detachment was transported by a 
Navy collier to Guantanamo for its 
first operation with the fleet. At this 
time several notable flights were made 
along the coast to Cuba and the use- 
fulness of aircraft as scouts in discov- 
ering the approach of a distant fleet 
and in detecting mine fields and sub- 
marines were amply and practically 
demonstrated. Lt. Towers was in 
command of the detachment at this 
time. 

In October, 1913, a Board of Aero- 
nautics was appointed to report on the 
needs of a suitable aeronautic organi- 
zation and establishment for the Navy. 
Capt. Chambers was made chairman of 
the board and a policy of development 
was outlined. One of the most im- 
portant recommendations of this board 
was for the establishment of an avia- 
tion station at Pensacola, Fla. This 
recommendation was approved and in 
January, 1914, the first United States 
Navy air station was established oz 
the site of the abandoned navy yard ai 
that place. At the same time the An-

The 
excuse offered for non-action is that pay and promotion are so closely tied 
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Patriotic Americans are still willing to sacrifice their comfort and their 
lives, if necessary, to defend America, but when needless privation and worry 
over financial affairs is imposed on the men of the Army, the nation asks too 
much of these loyal servants and defenders.—Columbus, Ga., Enquirer Sun. 


JNEVITABLY, LACK OF decent pay is foreing resignations from the Army 
and the Navy. The War Department made public last week statistics relative 
to the separations which occurred during the past fiscal year, practically all of 
which were in consequence of better civilian opportunities. Other resignations 
will be submitted, not because of any lack of love for the Services and a desire 
to continue in them until retirement, but bécause soldiers, as well as other men, 
have a direct obligation to their families and want to see them live in comfort 
and provide adequate education for their children. 





MEN DO NOT GIVE UP jobs lightly- This particularly is true of the commis- 
sioned and non-commissioned members of the Services and of many enlisted 
men. There is an attraction, a fascination about the uniform and the duties 
connected with its use, that cause acceptance, without ‘a whimper, of hardship 
and danger and even death. That is why men who would be outstanding in 
civil life remain in the Services and put up with the poor living possible on the 
inadequate pay furnished by the Government. It is only when disgust with 
conditions becomes too strong to bear, or when proper family support becomes 
impossible, that the military consent to abandon their profession and take 


civilian positions. 





(FHESE FACTS ARE known to the Administration, they are known to the 

Congressional Pay Commission, and gradually they are becoming known to 
the country. It is because of this spread of knowledge among the people, of the 
insistence of the press, the American Federation of Labor, the Chambers of 
Commerce and the Patriotic Societies, that the Commission was created. The 
Commission to avoid its duty devised the plan of mixing the question of an 
increase of pay with that of promotion. Show that we are doing something, the 
politicians said, and we can postpone action for some time, while we can make 
appropriations which will be of more direct benefit to ourselves! So there was 
deft use of the old-fashioned kind of political skullduggery, and the way was 
paved for delay on the pay increase for they hope for at least two years. 





WE BELIEVE WE CAN fool these gentlemen, who are trying to subvert the 
will of the people, and who believe that with the cards gummed, everybody 
will get discouraged and lose interest, and finally some one will recollect that a 
pay increase was planned and with a yawn will ask what became of it, and hear 
in reply that Congress did something, exactly what could not be recalled. We 
are going to fool these gentlemen because in every issue of the Army and Navy 
Journal, in season and out of season, we will tell the truth, and tell it with a 
loud speaker, and we will make everyone understand that no pay increase was 
granted, that attempts were made to kill it, and we will mention by name the 
politicians who engaged in what we will term this fratricidal campaign.

Gun and Carriage Tests 


Ft. Benning (Special)—The Depart- 
ment of Experiment, The Infantry 
School, of which Lt. Col. H- A. Wells, 
is director, has recently received for 
test a 37 mm. gun M-2, E-1, and a 
37mm. gun carriage, M-1, E-l. A 
thorough test will be conducted to de- 
termine the suitability of the gun and 
carriage for infantry use. 

The gun differs from previous models 
in having a trigger mechanism instead 
of a hammer. Another change is the 
wider and more rapid traversing me- 
chanism with which the new experi- 
mental model is equipped. It also has 
a new type of sight which combines 
the features of both the telescopic and 
quadrant sights now used. 

The gun is to be tested for marks- 
manship against both stationary and 
moving targets and for its suitability 
for use under simulated. combat condi- 
tions. The more rapid traverse of the 
new gun has been designed primarily 
with a view to use against tanks and 
other armored vehicles. 

Capt. E. D- Porter, Test Officer, De- 
partment of Experiment, is in charge 
of the test. The Howitzer Company, 
29th Infantry, will furnish personnel to 
assist in conducting the test and the 
Weapons Section, Academic Depart- 
ment, the Infantry School, will be con- 
sulted.

R48 ADM. Ashley Herman Robert- 

son, USN, a notable figure of 
America’s sea forces, died at the 
Naval -Hospital, San Diego, Calif., July 
13, 1930, after a brief illness. 

At the time of his death Rear Adm. 
Robertson commanded the Eleventh’ 
Naval District, with headquarters at 
San Diego. Death came when it ap- 
peared he had shaken off a slight at- 
tack of influenza. 

Rear Admiral Robertson had a col- 
orful career in America’s floating de- 
fense. Born at Ashmore, Ill., Decem- 
ber 14, 1867, he entered the Naval 
Academy from Illinois September 4, 
1884. Graduating in 1888, he was as- 
signed to the cruiser Atlanta, for sev- 
eral years flagship of the famous 
white squadron. 

On July 1, 1916, he was commis- 
sioned a captain and was on duty as 
chief of staff of the First Naval Dis- 
trict when the United States entered 
the World War. He was ordered to 
command the great troopship Mount 
Vernon, former German transatlantic 
liner Kronprincessan Cecile. 

In February, 1918, he was made 
naval transport officer and given the 
duty of seeing that the bridge of ships 
on which the American Army crossed 
to France was kept up at all times. 

At the close of the war the rear 
admiral took command of the country’s 
first electrically driven battleship, 
the New Mexico. From the battleship 
he went to command the Atlantic de- 
stroyer force and thence to chief of 
staff duty at the Naval War College, 


Newport. 
During his naval career he was 
awarded the Naval War College 


diploma, the Navy Cross and the Dis-, 
tinguished Service Medal of the War 
Department. 

He is survived by his widow, 
Juliette G. Robertson; a stepson, Lt. 
Harry Bixby, of the USS Aaron Ward; 
a brother, Dr. L. C. Robertson, of 
North Island, and a sister, Mrs. B. H. 
Pinnell, of Kansas, Ill. 





Brig. Gen. Henry C. Smither, former 
chief coordinator of the United States 
Budget Bureau and veteran of three 
wars, died July 13 in Lawrenceville, 
Ill. He had undergone two operations. 
He was 56 years old. 

Because of his effective work in the 
World War in coordinating Army sup- 
plies, Gen. Smither came to the notice 
of Brig. Gen. Charles G. Dawes, now 
Ambassador to Great Britain. When 
Mr. Dawes as Vice President organized 
the Bureau of the Budget he selected 
Gen. Smither as chief coordinator. He 
retired two years ago. 

He was born at Ft. Sill, Okla., the 
son of Gen. Robert G. Smither, USA, 
ret. After graduation from West Point 
in 1897 he entered the Army and rose 
through the ranks to become major and 
colonel in 1917 and brigadier general 
in 1925. 

In 1929 he was a member of the 

Dawes Commission for arranging the 
Santo Domingo budget system. He 
served in the Spanish-American War 
and the Philippine Insurrection, and in 
the World War he was assistant to the 
chief of staff of the American Expedi- 
tionary Force. 
Surviving are his widow, Mrs: Helen 
L. Smither, and three children, Mrs. 
Paul Armel, Mrs. George W. Gering, 
and Henry C. Smither, jr. 


Col. William G. Gambrill, QMC, 
USA, died in the Army and Navy Hos- 
pital, Hot Springs, Ark., July 13, 1930. 
Col. Gambrill was born at Hagers- 
town, Md., August 10, 1872. 

During the Spanish-American War 
Col. Gambrill was appointed major and 
additional paymaster, May 12, 1898,

and all aviation personnel and equip- 
ment transferred to the USS Missis- 
sippi, which was ordered to Pensacola 
and turned over to naval aviation in 
order that aviation might keep in 
touch with ships. Lt. Comdr. Mustin 
was assigned to aviation and became 
the first commanding officer of the 
Pensacola air station. 

In December, 1913, Capt. Chambers 
was relieved of his duties in charge of 
naval aviation activities by Capt. Mark 
L. Bristol. This year saw the first em- 
ployment of naval aviation in active 
service. When the Atlantic Fleet was 
ordered to Mexican waters in April, 
1914, in connection with the occupa- 
tion of Vera Cruz, a naval aviation 
section, consisting of two airplanes 
completely manned and equipped was 
attached to the USS Mississippi, which 
was sent to Vera Cruz and another was 
attached to the USS Birmingham, 
which was sent to Tampico. 

During 1915 the first Navy designed 
seaplane was built at the Washington 
Navy Yard. This plane was designed 
by Naval Constructor Richardson. On 
April 20, 1915, the Navy bought its 
first airship, the “D-1,” from the Con- 
necticut Aircraft Co., of New Haven, 
Conn. In this year Lt. Saufley ascend- 
ed to an altitude of 14,500 feet in a 
Curtiss seaplane and shortly after- 
wards made an endurance record of 
8 hours and 20 minutes in the same 
type of plane. Another notable event 
of 1915 was the first catapult flight 
from a ship underway which was made 
from the USS North Carolina by Capt. 
H. C. Mustin. 

In the early part of 1916 the aviation 
ship, the USS North Carolina, with 
five planes aboard, operated with the 
fleet during the Winter maneuvers 
based on Guantanamo. An attempt 
was made in 1916 to establish a com- 
bined experimental station for the 
Army, the Navy, and the National Ad- 
visory Committee for Aeronautics at 
Langley Field, Va., but as this field 
was unsuitable for naval purposes be- 
cause of lack of deep-water access far 
ships, the project was abandoned. 

On March 1, 1916, Capt. Bristol,.was 
relieved from his duties in the Bureau 
of Navigation and the direction of 
aviation activities was transferred to 
the office of the Chief of Naval Oper- 
ations where an aviation desk ‘was 
placed under the aide for material. Lt. 
C. K. Bronson was detailed to fill this 
newly created position and continued 
in the capacity until November, 1916, 
at which time his death occurred from 
an aviation accident. Lt. Towers was 
then assigned as assistant for aviation 
in the office of the Chief of Naval 
Operations and this officer was occu- 
pying this position when the United 
States declared war against Germany 
on April 6, 1917. 





Aircraft Chess Invented 


(HESSAIR, or three dimension chess, 
invented by Maj. Walter R. 
Weaver, AC, commandant at Maxwell 
Field, Ala., is the ancient game of 
chess with an upper plane added, upon 
which move new pieces representing 
the various type of aviation: Bom- 
bardment, which moves as the rook 
over which it is stationed; attack, 
which moves as the bishop; pursuit, 
which moves as the knight; local ob- 
servation, moving as the king, and dis- 
tant observation, moving as the queen. 
The rules for the game are simple. 
The lower game is unchanged save for 
the fact that pieces must guard 
against capture from above and the 
added fact that pawns in their origi- 
nal position are considered as having 
the property of antiaircraft, making 
the position immediately above them 
untenable unless covered by pursuit 
airplane protection. Pieces above can 
be taken only by pursuit planes which 
have no effect on the lower board 
other than that just mentioned. 
Pieces below can be taken by bombard- 
ment or attack planes. The two ob- 
servation planes are considered not 
offensive in nature and can neither 
take or be taken. They may block and 
thus materially assist. The king may 
be placed in check and even check- 
mated from above, though the usual 
solution gives a checkmate with a com- 
bination of ground and aerial forces. 

Trying the game out at first on his 
adjutant, Lt. Roscoe Wriston, Maj. 
Weaver found that it proved so popu- 
lar that soon the entire post person- 
nel were Chessair addicts. 

The lower board in the game is an 
ordinary chess board, the upper one 
being made of transparent glass 
marked off in conventional squares 
matching those on the board beneath 


Teach Instrument Flying 

“PNSTRUMENT flying,” the art of 

of gyiding an airplane through 
the air with the aid of- instruments 
alone and without the pilot orienting 
himself on the horizon ahead, has been 
added to the curriculum of the Ad- 
vanced Flying Sehool of the Air Corps, 
at Kelly Field, Tex. 

A number of P-T (primary train- 
ing type) planes. each with the rear 
cockpit equipped with an airspeed 
meter, altimeter, turn-and-bank indi- 
cator, tachometer and compass, and 
hooded over with an adjustable canvas 
hood, are used for the first phases of 
this instruction. Eight hours are 
given over to practice in this type of 
flying, the student seated in the hood- 
ed cockpit and the instructor in the 
open one. Starting with straight fly- 
ing the student learns to fly at a con- 
stant altitude and speed, and with the 
wings level along a compass course, 
gradually developing skill in this and 
then advancing to making banks and 
turns until he can make these with 
creditable facility. The instructor 
travels along to watch out for aerial 
traffic and to check on the student’s 
work. From the hooded primary type 
of plane the student advances to one 
of the larger basic training type planes 
with the front (pilot’s) cockpit, also 
hooded over and with the complete 
standard instruments. 

Supplementing the course in this 
type of flying are a number of lec- 
tures on the subject of instrument fly- 
ing, or fog-flying, to give it the name 
by which it is known to the flying 
fraternity, both in the service and in 
civil life. Most important is the in- 
struction given in the limitations of 
instrument flying, when it should be 
done and when it should be avoided. 
Only skilled pilots are able to fly in 
this manner, and even these have to 
be broken of the tendency to rely on 
their “flying instinct” and_ their 
“senses” altogether and not on their 
instruments, when they first set out 
under a completely covered cockpit 
that blots out all view of the sky. 

“Flying instinct,” said one instruc- 
tor, “is a much abused term employed 
by writers of fiction with which to im- 
bue their heroes; to a great extent in- 
stinct plays a part in the piloting of 
airplanes, but it must be used in con- 
junction with a good set of flying in- 
struments when you find yourself in a 
fog or’ under a hooded cockpit, which 
simulates the conditions of flying 
through a fog or clouds. Certain 
movements in the control of an air- 
plane which are reactions to one’s 
senses, are instinctive, but these same 
senses can not be relied upon under 
all conditions. A person in a whirling 
chair with his eyes closed, will imagine 
himself whirling to the left after the 
chair has ceased whirling to the right 
and is no longer in motion. In a fog 
or clouds or heavy storm a_ plane 
might ‘be in a tailspin, and the pilot 
make take it out of the spin, but for a 
number of seconds thereafter he will 
feel that he is then spinning in the op- 
posite direction. The flying instru- 
ments will indicate what is actually oc- 
curring, however.” 

Students flyers at the Air Corps Pri- 
mary Flying Schools are apt to be 
puzzled over the apparent conflict pre- 
sented by instrument flying as opposed 
to the problems of normal flying. In 
common with flying students’ the 
world over, many of the beginners 
have to be broken of their tendency 
to rely on their flying instruments in- 
stead of on their senses when the 
ground and sky are visible. Many a 
novice pilot has come to grief in glid- 
ing down to the ground and waiting 
until his altimeter reads “zero” be- 
fore attempting to level off and land. 
Many another has relied on the read- 
ing of his airspeed meter to tell him 
when he is approaching the dangerous 
stalling speed. For this reason air- 
speed meters and also turn-and-bank 
indicators have been taken off the pri- 
mary types of planes used for primary 
instruction. It is only after they have 
had considerable experience in handl- 
ing airplanes that the Flying School 
students are given this instrument- 
flying work. 

Aside from the lectures touching 
on the mechanics of instrument flying, 
the greatest stress in subsequent lec- 
tures on this subject is laid on “When 
one should” and more particularly, 
“when one should not” rely on com- 
pass, turn-and-bank indicator and the 
rest of the fog-flying aids. In other 
words, the students are taught to dif- 
ferentiate between conditions under 
which they should push on and those 
under which they should turn back or 
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Plans for Bolling Field 
URCHASE of a 3845-acre tract of 
land immediately south of Bolling 
Field, was concluded July 3 and pay- 
ment made to the Washington Steel

Plans for the enlarge- 
ment of Bolling Field call for the ac- 
quisition of about 480 acres, and the 
remaining tracts will be negotiated for 
with the present owners, or title ob- 
tained by condemnation proceedings, at 
an early date. 


So soon as the ground shall have 
been acquired steps will be taken by 
The Quartermaster General to pro- 
ceed with plans for the erection of 
buildings thereon in conformity with 
projects which have already been au- 
thorized by Congress and ——~ 
over the fiscal years of 1930, 1931, an 
1932. These projects include construc- 
tion of Air Corps technical buildings 
and buildings for personnel and prop- 
erty as part of the general housing 
program for the Army. Funds for a 
portion of the latter have already been 
provided for in the Army Appropria- 
tion Act for 1929, viz: for barracks at 
an estimated cost. of $240,000; an ad- 
ministration building, estimated cost 
$42,000, and a warehouse to cost ap- 
proximately $38,000. These funds, 
which have been held in suspense 
awaiting the acquisition of the land, 
are now available for expenditure. The 
technical buildings authorization pro- 
gram for the fiscal year 1930, ap- 
proved by Congress, but not yet ap- 
propriated for, includes hangars, a gas 
and oil storage building, and a paint 
and oil warehouse. The approved pro- 
gram for 1931, for technical buildings, 
for which appropriations have not yet 
been made, covers hangars, field shops, 
photographic laboratories, radio build- 
ings, parachute building, heating plant, 
and paved aprons, while the approved 
program for 1932 includes field shops, 
field warehouses, headquarters and op- 
eration building, photographic and 
parachute buildings, gas and oil stor- 
age, and grading landing field and 
technical buildings area. The 1932 
project for housing, which has been 
approved but not yet appropriated for, 
embraces additional barracks, non- 
commissioned officers’ quarters, com- 
missioned officers’ quarters, quarter- 
master warehouses, quartermaster 


maintenance building and a garage, - 


firehouse, guard house, post exchange 
building, theatre and gymnasium, dis- 
pensary, railroad spur, and an incin- 
erator. 

All these buildings will be erected 
on the eastern side of newly acquired 
property, adjacent to the Sheppard 
Boulevard.

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Congressmen Study Tanks 


N view of the recent intense interest 
‘ in Army tanks, brought about by 
the ordering of one Christie tank for 
testing purposes, it is interesting to 
review the testimony given by Maj. 
Gen. C. C. Williams, then Chief of Ord- 
nance, at the hearings of the subcom- 
mittee on War Department appropria- 
tions. The testimony was given at 
closed sessions of the subcommittee 
and was later made public, in part. 

Excerpts follow: 

Mr. Barbour. General, what about 
this 60 mile-an-hour tank that we read 
about in the papers? : 

Gen. Williams. You mean the Chris- 
tie tank. = 

Mr. Barbour. Yes; the Christie tank 
that we read about last summer. — 

Gen. Williams. That is a vehicle 
that has been turned out by Mr. Chris- 
tie. It is a combination of rubber- 
tired wheels and track.. When it takes 
off its tracks, on roads, it can make 
a speed of certainly 70 miles an hour. 
Going across a flat field, an ordinary 
field, with the track on, they get be- 
tween 40 and 50 miles. 

Mr. Barbour. That is about the fast- 
est thing in the way of a tank that 
has been developed. 

Gen. Williams. Yes. It has the 
highest speed we know anything about. 

Mr. Barbour. Is it a tank you can 
use for military purposes? — 

Gen. Williams. This particular ve- 
hicle has been tested out by the In-

A-32095. (S) Mileage—Actual ex- 
penses and per diem—Changed Orders 
—Army Officer. Where the basis of 
reimbursement of an officer in a travel 
status is changed while the officer is 
en route, the oficer is entitled to re- 
imbursement under the first authority 
for his travel until it is changed by 
the latter order giving a different 
basis for reimbursement.

fantry tank board at Ft. Meade, and 
all those who have tested it are very 
enthusiastic about it. There is no 
question about that. It has made a 
great impression. 

Mr. Barbour. Is it an expensive tank 
to build? 

Gen. Williams. No, sir; I do not 
think it will be expensive to build. 

Mr. Taber. How expensive, General? 

Gen. Williams. Mr.- Christie es- 
timates that he can supply them for 
about - $26,500 apiece. That is my 
recollection of the figure. That is 
without armor plate, just soft plate. 

Mr. Barbour. Would it be a tank on 
which you could go into production? 

Gen. Williams. That, Mr. Chairman, 
is something that has not yet been de- 
termined. I think myself—giving you 
my personal opinion, now—that no- 
body at this time can say, because, 
again, in my personal opinion, it has 
not been sufficiently tested to find out 
whether it has the qualities of durabil- 
ity that a weapon of that kind must 
have. 

Mr. Barbour. You are giving it 
these tests. 


Gen. Williams. It has been tested 
from time to time by the tank board, 
at Ft. Meade. It has not been tested 
by the Ordnance Department, but the 
records that I have seen of the tests 
out there indicate that certainly there 
is a grave question as to whether or 
not it will stand up under the usages 
of the service. I do not think that 
can be determined by one vehicle. 

Mr. Collins, a_ little later asked: 
What are the limits, or what is the 
extent of the maneuverability of the 
tank? 

Gen. Williams. You mean this Chris- 
tie tank? 

Mr. Collins. Yes. 

Gen. Williams. That is one of the 
questions that would have to be deter- 
mined by the tests, not of one vehicle, 
but of several. I do not think that 
with the information that we have on 
this one vehicle we can draw any posi- 
tion conclusions as to what its maneu- 
verability would be. 

Mr. Collins. Do you think it would 
be greater or less than those in ex- 
istence now? 

Gen. Williams. I take it you mean by 
“maneuverability” the quickness with 
which it can turn on various kinds of 
terrain. 

Mr. Collins. Yes; that is right. 

_ Gen. Williams. The question as to 
its turning and being able to make 
quick changes of direction would be 
one of the elements of maneuverability. 
That is one that only a complete test 
of this vehicle would determine, be- 
cause our experience with similar ve- 
hicles made by Mr. Christie, with the 
same combination of wheel and track, 
has been that when you make a quick 
turn, it is very difficult to keep your 
track on your wheels. That is one of 
the things that might happen. It 
would throw the track if you made a 
quick turn. 

Mr. Taber. You are not planning, 
with any money provided here, to go 
into production on that? 

Gen. Williams. No, sir. We are now 
negotiating with Mr. Christie for the 
purchase of one of these vehicles. 

Mr. Collins. Do you think we ought 
to appropriate money for that pur- 
pose 


Gen. Williams. My own opinion— 
and, again, I will say this is a per- 
sonal opinion— 

Mr. Collins. You can say that on 
the record or off the record, either. 

Gen. Williams. In view of the im- 
pression that has been made on the 
using services by this present Christie 
vehicle, I think the best thing you can 
do with the $250,000 that is now ap- 
propriated and available for 1930, for 
which we asked you, for the manufac- 
ture of the T-1 E-1, if you remember, 
the small 7%-ton tank, would be to 
make a test of this vehicle. We have 
six of those small tanks on hand, and 
they have not caught the eye of the 
using services the way the Christie 
vehicle has. Those six will be suf- 
ficient for them to make a good test, 
and I do not think we will make any 
progress with these tanks until we de- 
termine once and for all whether or 
not the Christie vehicle is sufficiently 
satisfactory for adoption for use in 
service.

“War” by “Maneuver Time” 

Ft.. George G. Meade, Md.—The 
Army has added another “time” to 
standard and daylight saving time. 
It’s “maneuver” time. It is of great 
importance in the conduct of the CPX 
of the III Corps Area in which 666 
officers, 11 warrant officers, and 1,785 
enlisted men, representing all compon- 
ents of the Army of the United States, 
are here fighting an invading Red 
force. The “war” is a 24-hour prob- 
lem every day. To maintain continuity 
of play in the war game now in prog- 
ress the commands and staffs of the 
various units involved are given a 
“summary of operations” at their CP’s 
at 8:00 a. m. daylight saving time, 
daily. These are studied until 8:30 
a. m. when all will know the Blue and 
Red actions during the previous night, 
and breaks in “maneuver” time. 








I think, and that is why I am making 
the suggestion that I am making. 

Mr. Barbour. Do I understand, Gen- 
eral, that you would like to make fur- 
ther tests before you go into produc- 
tion of this Christie tank? 

Gen. Williams. I think, Mr. Chair- 
man, that the War Department must 
make a great many further tests be- 
fore it adopts it as standard. I do not 
think the War Department would be 
justified in taking this one vehicle, 
with which they have had, not a thor- 
ought test, but a lot of flash demon- 
strations that have made a very fine 
impression on those who have seen 
them. It has failed nearly every 
time in some mechanical way after be- 
ing tested for a short while. I think 
the best thing you could do with the 
$250,000 that you have already. appro- 

riated would be to authorize the War 
artment to spend that money in 
getting more of these Christie tanks 
so that the War Department can give 
them a thorough test and determine, 
as quickly as possible, whether or not 
they want to standardize them. 

Further along in the hearing, Mr. 
Taber asked: Would you go ahead and 
buy 8 or 10 of those, or would you just 
buy two or three? 

Gen. Williams. I would buy at least 
four or five. 

Later Mr. Collins asked: Will it 
operate over any kind of country? 

Gen. Williams. Not any kind; no, 
sir. Of course, any mechanical vehicle 


is more or less limited as to the coun- ‘ 
-try over which it can operate. 


Mr. Collins. Over what kind of coun- 
try can it operate? 

Gen. Williams. It has got to be fairly 
open country. 

Mr. Collins. Hills do not have any- 
thing to do with it? 

Gen. Williams. No. 
hills all right. 

Mr. Collins. Streams do not have 
anything to do with it? 

Gen. Williams. Streams of certain 
size will stop it. 

Mr. Collins. In other words, it can 
not swim a stream. 

Gen. Williams. No. 

Mr. Barbour. That is true of any 
tank. 

Gen. Williams. There is no vehicle 
that can swim a stream, although, in 
justice to Mr. Christie, I think I should 
say that he did produce a vehicle, of 
which he gave a demonstration out 
there at the Lincoln Memorial. He 
drove right out into the Potomac, pad- 
dled around, fired off some guns, and 
then came back and got out again. 

Mr. Collins..Can it operate in a 
forest? 

Gen. Williams. It can not operate in 
a very thick forest. It can operate in 
fairly open forests. Of course, you 
have to have distance between the 
trees for the tank to move. In case 
of bushes and ordinary undergrowth, 
and things like that, it would go right 
over it, and knock it over. But if you 
got up to fair-size trees, it would be 
stopped. 

Mr. Collins. That is about the only 
limitation—that and the deep streams. 

Gen. Williams. Those would be the 
main things. 

Mr. Collins. That is all. 

Mr. Taber. It would not operate in 
mountainous country very much, would

Gen. Williams. No; not very much 
in mountainous country. 

Mr. Taber. It would not go over a 
large bunch of stumps, or anything of 
that kind. 

Gen. Williams. If they were very 
close together, it would. But if the 
stumps were scattered about, and not 
very thick it would go between them. 

Mr. Wright. I saw that tank - 
forming down in the Potomac. hat 
was the trouble with it? Could it not 
be made effective? It seemed to go in 
and come out all right. 

Gen. Williams. Generally speaking, 
I think that when you impose so many

Mr. Taber. How heavy is the Chris. 
tie tank? 

Gen. Wiliiams. It weights 8 tons, 
as it stands.

Just about the same 
weight as the T-1 E-1, as we call it, 

Mr. Taber. Is it a heavier tank, or 
is it lighter and larger? 

Gen. Williams. It is longer than our 
T-1 E-1, but the construction is not 
quite as heavy or sturdy as our Ty 
E-1. It is not entirely equipped as g 
tank. It has no turret on it. 

Mr. Barbour. If you got the $259, 
000 -for use with Christie tanks this 
year, could you eliminate the $40,099 
you receive in here? 

Gen. Williams. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Taber. I understood that the gen. 
eral was going to buy only five Christie 
tanks at a cost of $26,000 apiece. 

Gen. Williams. You asked me how 
many I would buy for a more complete 
test. I said four or five. 

Mr. Taber. You would not buy any 
more, or you would not use the rest 
of that appropriation unless you found 
the Christie tank satisfactory for that 
purpose. 

Mr. Collins. I am as stingy as any. 
body on this committee, and I think we 
ought to test out this Christie tank, 
and let the general test it in every 
conceivable way, because I think, in 
the end, it is going to save us a lot of 
money. 

Gen. Williams. Mr. Taber, I think 
perhaps I can clear it up a little. 

Mr. Taber. I want to ask a great 
many questions if the idea is to go inte 
production on it at all. 

Mr. Barbour. That is not the idea 
now at all, as I understand it. 

Mr. Taber. I am satisfied with the 
idea of going ahead and buying four 
or five for test purposes, but I am not 
satisfied with the other propasition 
without going further. 

Gen. Williams. Mr. Taber, under 
no circumstances, so far as I am con- 
cerned, would I recommend going into 
quantity production on this until we 
have tested four or five of those ve- 
hicles, and tested them thoroughly. 
Then, as a result of that test, you 
could determine whether or not the ve- 
hicle was satisfactory for adoption as 
standard. Then, after thorough proof 
of it, if it be adopted as standard, I 
take it the War Department would 
come to Congress and ask for money 
ts go into quantity production of it. 

Mr. Taber. That is what I under- 
stood to be your position. 

Gen. Williams. I think I can clear 
this up a little more by going back 
somewhat into the history of this. 

We have been attempting for some 
time to purchase the vehicle that is 
now in existence from Mr. Christie, 
the one that has been tested, and about 
which you have seen all these state- 
ments. When we asked Mr. Christie 
for a price, the first price he asked 
was $82,500 for that vehicle. That 
was more money than we had, and, so 
far as I am concerned, more than I 
would recommend paying for it. Later 
Mr. Christie came to us_ with the 
statement that in quantity production 
this vehicle could be produced for $26,- 
500. Our examination of the construc- 
tion of the vehicle, and so forth, would 
indicate to us that that is a pretty 
fair figure. If we buy just simply 
four or five, I am not sure that we 
could get them: for $26,500 apiece, and 
therefore I should say that only 80 
much of the $250,000 as would be nec- 
essary to purchase not less than four, 
and probably five of these vehicles, 
should be used for that purpose. | 

Mr. Taber. I think that is a satls- 
factory statement. z 

Mr. Barbour. How does the Christie 
tank compare in cost with the other 
tank with which you are exper 
menting? 

Gen. Williams. $24,000 was the cost 
of the other. : 

Mr. Taber. There is very little dif- 
ference. 

Gen. Williams. There is not very 
niuch difference. ; 

Mr. Collins. General, the Christie ¥@ 
hicle itself is just as capable of going 
over any territory as any other vehicle, 
is it not? 

Gen. Williams. I think so. 

Mr. Collins. That is all. 
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Makers of 
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Marne, Stony Pt. Same Day 
EPARATED by nearly a century 
and a half in time, Mad Anthony 
Wayne's thrilling capture of Stony 
Point and the mighty second Battle of 
the Marne shared the same anniver- 


sary—July 15. 

The action which saw the Conti- 
nental troops wrest Strong Point from 
the British in 1779 and the decisive 
World War battle in which the Ameri- 
can forces smashed one of the Ger- 
mans’ last great offensives present 


other striking parallels. 

The earlier feats of Mad Anthony 
were closely duplicated in many ways 
in the last war by Col. Ulysses G. Mc- 
Alexander, commander of the 38th U.S, 
Infantry, 3rd Division, AEF, the “Rock 
of the Marne” regiment. 

Preceding the Second Battle of the 
Marne the Allied commanders felt a 
powerful new German thrust was im- 
minent. If the blow could be warded 
off or its point of impact anticipated, 
the rapidly increasing Allied reserves 
might not only stave off a reverse but 
possibly seize the offensive. 

Then the Allies came into possession 
of the Germans’ complete battle plans. 

One hour before the German barrage 
was scheduled, the Allied artillery 
broke out in a terrific assault. The 
answering barrage fell most heavily 
where the Allied forces had been with- 
drawn to the minimum. The deluge of 
German shells was largely wasted. 

The German assault, advancing on 
schedule, was met everywhere with fire 
and fierce counter-attack. It was at 
this stage that the 38th Infantry earn- 
ed its sobriquet, the Rock of the Marne. 
The American forces formed a symbolic 
rock against which the mighty enemy 
waves dashed themselves in vain. 

Col. McAlexander led his men in full 
view of the enemy, personally advanc- 
ing to within 50 yards of hostile ma- 
chine guns. 

With the 38th Infantry at the Marne 
were other units of the 3rd Division, 
the 28th Division of Pennsylvania, Na- 
tional Guard, and the 42nd (Rainbow) 
Division of National Guard. 

At Stony Point, Anthony Wayne led 
men who had come from virtually the 
same section of the country as those 
who later fought at the Marne. Six 
hundred British garrisoned the tiny 
Gibraltar on the Hudson when Wayne 
is said to have told Washington while 
discussing its proposed capture, “Gen- 
eral, if you will only plan it, I will 
storm Hell!” 

At midnight, July 15, 1779, Wayne 
at the head of 500 hand picked men 
moved forward, his little force split 
in two columns. Discovered before 
reaching the enemy outworks, a “for- 
lorn hope” party of 20 men at the head 
of each column met a withering fire as 
the sentinels gave the alarm. Only 
three of the advance party were not 
killed or wounded. 


Wayne, struck in the head by a mus- 
ket ball, fell into the arms of the men 
he led. “March on!” he cried. “Carry 
me into the fort, for I will die at the 
head of my column!” 


Without firing a shot the resistless 
advance swept over the breastworks. 
Wielding only their bayonets the Con- 
tinental soldiers swarmed over on top 
of the defenders. Within a few min- 
utes the British garrison surrendered. 

For his history-making exploit An- 
thony Wayne, at the time but 33 years 
©s age, received the thanks of Con- 
pose and a gold medal. In 1792 Wayne 
vecame General in Chief of the Army, 
holding the post until his death in 1796.

“"MHE present period of depression 

must be considered as the net re- 
sult of a combination of events and 
circumstances, which, while grave in 
their immediate consequences, fail to 
reveal any unsound or unhealthy basic 
conditions in the business or industries 
of the country,” states the Trusteed 
Shares News of the Standard Colla- 
teral Shares Corp. 

“Rather is there reflected a tem- 
porary satiation, a business indiges- 
tion to be corrected and adjusted. The 
consensus of opinion expressed by 
those skilled in business analysis is 
that the corrective measures, namely, 
curtailment of production, the return 
to rational perspective of values and 
conservation of credit limits, are now 
beginning to have their effect with a 
slightly noticeable trend towards nor- 
mal business, which augers a turning 
point in the near future for a revival 
of average trade conditions. 

“The latter half of 1928 and the first 
six months of 1929 must be looked on 
as a period of above normal conditions, 
due to excesses in all directions, ex- 
cessive buying, excessive credits, ex- 
cessive production, earnings and 
profits in many lines of business. A 
cycle of too rapid a pace that could 
not endure, and collapsed in a state of 
exhaustion with the abrupt deprecia- 
tion in stock market values.

Older Officers to Newport 


A POLICY of assigning older officers 

of the Navy to the Junior Course, 
Naval War College, has been adopted 
by the Bureau of Navigation. 

From the past year’s general line 
postgraduate school at the Naval 
Academy, only officers on their second 
tour of shore duty were ordered to the 
War College for instruction. Out of 
56 officers who completed the line 
course this spring, only 19 were sent 
to Newport, all of whom had had at 
least one previous shore duty turn. 

The remainder of the class, except- 
ing those who had already been to the 
War College and who returned to _ sea, 
although expecting to be sent to New- 
port as had been the practice in the 
past, were assigned duty at the Navy 
Department and at the Naval Acad- 
emy. 

This change of policy was made be- 
cause it was felt by the faculty of War 
College that more benefit will be gained 
from the course by an officer, when he 
has had a greater amount of experi- 
ence and had held command positions. 
Officers on their second tour of shore 
duty are apt to be more settled and 
inclined toward serious study, it is 
believed, than those fresh from four 
years at the Academy and seven years 
at sea. 


USAT Travel Restricted 


i connection with the action of the 
Secretary of War directing that, be- 
ginning July 1, 1930, the tour of duty 
for Army personnel in Porto Rico, Pan- 
ama, and the Hawaiian Islands shall be 
reduced from three years to two years, 
a policy based on the requirement for 
rigid economy in operation and main- 
tenance, as well as in the interest of 
morale and health, a study has demon- 
strated that it will be necessary to re- 
strict travel of persons on Army 
transports to and from overseas de- 
partments and between the East and 
West Coasts of the continental United 
States, to personnel of the War De- 
partment and dependent members of 
their families, traveling under orders, 
and, in emergency or exceptional cases, 
to those on foreign service and depend- 
ent members of their families traveling 
on leave or furlough to or from their 
foreign stations. The Secretary of War 
has directed this strict limitation of 
travel on Army transports in order to 
insure the necessary accommodations 
for authorized personnel of the War 
Department under the new policy of 
reduced length of tours.

s A MEMBER of the Army and a 
man interested in seeing that mer- 
itorious service is recognized before an 
officer passes to the great beyond, I 
would respectfully ask that my com- 
ments be printed at your convenience.

neuvers should be a means of stimulat- 
ing professional keenness, instances of 
outstanding ability should receive 
proper recognition. Care should like- 
wise be taken to see that emphasis is 
properly distributed during the discus- 
sion. When small emphasis and large 
matters are treated with the same 
weight, false impressions of relative 
values are created. 

A further and increasingly import- 
ant duty of the umpire is to make pro- 
vision for the information of the pub- 
lic. However ineonvenient at times may 
be the presence of spectators and news- 
paper representatives, the fullest ar- 
rangements must be made for giving 
them complete information and rela- 
tions with them must be handled with 
the greatest patience and courtesy. Ar- 
rangements must be made in advance 
for supplying press representatives and 
other responsible civilians with an out- 
line of the problems involved, with 
Prompt and accurate information re- 
garding its development and with as- 
Sistance in drawing correct conclusions.
